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GATEWAYS TO THE FUTURE: THE 
APPROACH OF THE EURO NOTE 


In late 1999, Millennium fever is oversha- 
dowing anticipation of another momentous 
New Year: on January 1%. 2002, euro coins 
and banknotes will be introduced in eleven 
European countries. Six months later their 
existing national currencies will cease to be 
legal tender. The date may still seem distant, 
but behind the scenes preparations for the 
single currency are well under way: indeed, 
in some respects it is already in operation. 
Euro conversion rates for participating 
countries have been fixed since January 
1999, allowing the euro to be used in 
accounting systems, while money markets 
have been quick to respond to the Euro- 
system run by the European Central Bank 
and the national banks of member states. 
Production of euro notes has begun in 
Belgium, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands 
and Spain. By the time the new notes are 
launched almost thirteen million will have 
been printed, to the value of around Euro 
600 billion. 

For euro coins, each member state may 
choose its own obverse image, while the 
backs will carry a common design based on 
a map of the EU and the stars of the 
European flag. Unfortunately the notes will 
have less diversity, with national emblems 
relegated to a small section on the back. 
The dominant designs will be common to 
all countries, and are based on the theme of 
European architectural heritage, with a dif- 
ferent age or style represented on each 
denomination: 5 euro, classical; 10 euro, 
Romanesque; 20 euro, gothic; 100 euro, 


baroque and rococo; 200 euro, industrial age 
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iron and glass; and 500 euro, late 20* cen- 
tury architecture. 

Predictable political rivalries and bickering 
among member states may seem to belie 
the optimistic explanation that the windows 
and gateways featured on the front of the 
notes reflect a spirit of openess and coope- 
ration in the EU, while the bridges on the 
back symbolise communication within 
Europe and the rest of the world. But it was 
never going to be easy to find images that 
would not offend someoneis sensibilities. 
Architecture is a good traditional subject 
for banknotes, and as far as one can tell 
from reproductions, the euro designs 
appear quite decorative and harmonious. 
The banknote printers and design teams 
who took part (anonymously) in the design 
competition were given a choice of two 
themes: the ages and styles of Europe, or 


abstract design. It was also stipulated that 
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there should be no gender or national bias. 
The final choice was made by the Council 
ot the European Monetary Institute, taking 
into account the views of an independent 
jury and a survey of public opinion in four- 
teen countries, 

lt has always been stated firmly that the 
monuments depicted on the notes are purely 
symbolic and do not represent existing 
structures. However, shortly after the first 
draft designs were revealed in December 
1996, a sharp-eyed observer managed to 
identify several of the bridges, one of which 
appeared to have Asian origins! In Britain at 


least, the resulting media fuss seemed out of 


proportion to the crime; after all, artists 
have to find their models somewhere, and 
the bridges were all of types found in 
Europe. Some of the designs have, howe- 
ver, undergone slight modifications. 

Final designs of the notes will meet deman- 
ding technical specifications to maximise 
ease of use and protection against counter- 


feiting. For obvious reasons, full details of 


security features have not been publicised, 
but they will include traditional measures 
such as intaglio printing. watermarks and 
security threads, and newer developments 
such as reflective foils and fluorescent 
fibres. Machine-readable elements will ena- 
ble notes to be used safely in vending- 
machines. To assist the visually-impaired, 
each denomination is a different size and 
will carry a distinguishing tactile mark near 
the edge or corner of the note. And fol- 
lowing long-standing custom in Europe, 
each denomination will be recognisable by 
a distinct colour. often in vibrant tones.

TRÉSORS / HOARDS 


A hoard of Bronze Objects and Coins 
from Tiberias, Israel 


A hoard of about 800 bronze and copper 
domestic objects and coins, was found 
during archaeological excavations in 
Tiberias, at the coast of the Sea of Galilee, 
in October 1998. The excavations were held 
by the Institute of Archaeology of the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem, under the 
direction of Prof. Y. Hirschfeld. 

The hoard, related to the Fatimid period 
(969-1099 CE), was found within three 


large ‘pitae’, of about a meter high: two of 


them were uncovered under the floor of a 
room, and the third one, within a small hid- 
den room which served probably as "safe". 
The nature of the building together with its 
findings. indicate that the structure was used 
as a metal workshop. 

Among the objects, inside two of the jars, 
were gathered 83 coins. Besides two Roman 
Provincial, and five Early Byzantine coins 
of the 6" and 7" centuries, most of the coins 
are dated to the period of Fatimid rule in 
Palestine, from the end of the tenth to the 
second half of the eleventh centuries CE. 
Two billon coins of the Fatimid ruler AI - 
Mustansir billah (1036-1094) were also 
discovered among the finds. 

The bulk of the hoard consists of 55 well- 
preserved Anonymous Folles, according to 
the following classification (Grierson's 
DOC 111/2): 

Type A2 (976-1030/1035) 7 coins 
Type B (1030/1035-1042?) = 30 coins 
Type € (1042-1050) = 16 coins 
Type D (c.1050-1060) = 2 coins 
Besides this group, 15 coins of Constantine 
X (1059-1067) were found in the hoard, and 
a coin of Michael VII ((1071-1078), which 
is the latest coin in the treasure. Despite the 
fact that this coinage is commonly found at 
the main areas of the Byzantine Empire 
(Greece, Balkans, Turkey and even Syria), 
the Anonymous Folles are rarely found in 
Palestine, and this is the first time that such 
a hoard is discovered in an archaeological 
excavation in Israel. 


The numismatic evidence is of extreme 
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Tiberias hoard, Anonymous Folles and Byzantine 


bronze coins 


importance in the dating of the hoard to the 
second half of the eleventh century. This is 
a quite turbulent period in the region, cha- 
racterized by the Seljuq conquest (1070- 
1078), and the First Crusade in 1099, These 
events might be the reason for the deposi- 
tion of the hoard. However, more questions 
arise during the research of the hoard: how 
are we to explain the appearance of coins of 
a purely Christian nature alongside Islamic 
bronze objects? How did these coins reach 
Tiberias? What was the value of the 
Byzantine follis in a region where the offi- 
cial currency was Fatimid? Were the 
Byzantine coins used only for remelting? 
For the time being our questions are greater 
than the answers.

créé en 1972. Le CNRS avait alors demandé à 
Paul Lemerle de rassembler, autant que possible, 
l'ensemble des chercheurs francais de la disci- 
pline autour de programmes et en vue d'une uti- 
lisation commune des moyens. Les objectifs 
n'ont pas beaucoup changé depuis lors, et sous 
la direction de Gilbert Dagron l'URA [Unité de 
Recherches associée] primitive s'est développée, 
devenant méme, depuis le ler janvier 1996, une 
UMR [Unité Mixte de Recherches] tripartite 
(Collége de France, CNRS, Université Marc 
Bloch, de Strasbourg). Le Collège de France 
abrite le Centre dans les bàtiments de la rue du 
Cardinal-Lemoine, à cóté d'autres centres de 
documentation de la méme discipline (Biblio- 
thèque byzantine dépendant de l'INALCO et 
désormais gérée directement par le Collége, 
ainsi que section grecque de l'IRHT). Ce 
regroupement assure des conditions de travail 
trés favorables et favorise les contacts entre 
byzantinistes de disciplines, d'origine et d'áge 
différents. 

Le Centre, dirigé par Gilbert Dagron de 1978 
jusqu'à la fin de l'année 1997, compte actuelle- 
ment 37 chercheurs ou enseignants-chercheurs 
et 4 ITA, dont l'activité s'organise au sein de 
huit équipes.

colte numismatiche del nostro paese. Dal 1994 è 
stato avviato l'imponente lavoro di risistema- 
zione e di verifica del Medagliere, relativamente 
all’ordinamento, alla classificazione e alla sche- 
datura scientifica del materiale, attraverso luti- 
lizzo dei sistemi informatici: questi hanno con- 
sentito il superamento delle difficoltà dovute 
alla sistemazione ottocentesca del fondo numi- 
smatico, che vede suddivisi gli esemplari per 
singole collezioni di provenienza e per diversi 
nuclei tematici. 

La creazione del Medagliere virtuale ci consen- 
te di sopperire all’attuale assenza nel percorso 
espositivo dell’ Archeologico di sezioni dedicate 
alle raccolte numismatiche: la consultazione 
dell’intera collezione di monete e medaglie, 
attaverso le postazioni informatiche, pur non 
sostituendo la visione diretta degli esemplari, 
costituisce in ogni caso uno straordinario e sem- 
plice strumento per la conoscenza del patrimo- 
nio, utilizzabile dagli studiosi e dai visitatori. 

La schedatura informatizzata 

L'archivio informatizzato comprende attual- 
mente oltre 40.000 schede, realizzate con il 
software FileMaker Pro 3.0 della Claris. La 
scheda di catalogo è strutturata in diverse aree 
di informazione, di tipo anagrafico, identificati- 
vo, amministrativo, tecnico, cronologico, cultu- 
rale, ecc., mentre ogni singola area si articola in 
campi specifici, che consentono un utilizzo più 
razionale della banca dati e una maggiore preci- 
sione nelle operazioni di ordinamento e di ricer- 
ca. Particolare attenzione è stata rivolta alla 
creazione di standard necessari alla corretta 
compilazione delle schede, puntando sull'u- 
niformità terminologica e lessicale, e alla pro- 
duzione di indici alfabetici, che affiancano gli 
utenti nella consultazione dell'archivio. 








Nel corso del 1998, con finanziamenti del 
Museo Civico Archeologico di Bologna e 
dell'Istituto dei Beni Culturali della Regione 
Emilia Romagna, si è dato il via alla digitalizza- 
zione delle immagini dell'intero fondo numi- 
smatico. Obiettivo, l'acquisizione delle 200.000 
immagini relative alla vista fronte e retro di 
medaglie, monete, conii, e la creazione dell'ar- 
chivio digitale di schede e immagini da consul- 
tarsi in rete per mezzo di un'interfaccia di ricer- 
ca appositamente realizzata. 
La durata dell'intervento, calcolata in 24 mesi 
dalla prima digitalizzazione, ha imposto solu- 
zioni tecnologiche volte alla massima riduzione 
dei tempi di acquisizione per singola immagine 
ed alla più elevata automazione degli interventi 
di predisposizione dell'archiviazione dei singoli 
files (verifica dei codici-numero di inventario 
assegnati come nomi dei singoli files immagine, 
calibrazione cromatica, compressione e messa 
in scala). 
Da settembre 1998 a giugno 1999 sono state 
realizzate oltre 72.000 immagini; mentre all’in- 
terno della saletta informatica del museo, inau- 
gurata nel maggio di quest'anno, è allestita una 
postazione ove si puó consultare il materiale 
numismatico già archiviato. Il sistema di visua- 
lizzazione è impostato su un'interfaccia apposi- 
tamente realizzata che si collega in rete con i 
diversi archivi in formato FileMaker Pro, con- 
sentendo la ricerca e la navigazione tra le infor- 
mazioni inserite dagli operatori. Il software si 
collega in rete con l'archivio delle immagini 
che ha sede nel laboratorio di acquisizione, 
richiamando le fotografie digitali relative alle 
schede scientifiche. Visualizzata un'immagine, 
l'interfaccia mette a disposizione diverse fun- 
zioni di analisi dell'oggetto: il riconoscimento e 
la misurazione in tempo reale della barra metri- 
ca, da cui la possibilità di visionare la moneta in 
scala 1:1 e di operare misurazioni libere sulle 
immagini; le funzioni di zooming e di visione 
fronte retro del pezzo. Quando vengono attivate 
le funzioni di ricerca all'interno dei singoli 
campi, il risultato viene mostrato per pagine di 
miniature, che consentono un'immediata analisi 
dei contenuti iconografici della selezione cosi 
ottenuta.
